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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant submitted an amendment dated February 28, 2006, wherein claims 1-10 are 
cancelled. Claims 11-23 are new. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Note the claims are replete with 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2"^ paragraph rejections a few 
examples as follows. 

Claim 1 1- 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 112 2"^ paragraph due to the following: 
Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "upper supporting body " in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
Claim 14 recites the limitation "upper supporting body" in line 8.There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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Claims 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Watanabe et ar925 (US Patent No.6, 922,925). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Watanabe discloses a lower traveling body (see figure 
lO.element 51), an upper rotating body (see figure 1, element 4) rotatably mounted on 
the lower traveling body, the upper rotating body having an upper frame (see figure 1 , 
element 4), an engine (see figure 2, element 10) and a radiator (see figure 2, element 
20), a guard cover pivotally provided to cover at least the radiator (see column 4, lines 
47-67), a positional relationship member (see figure 3, element 22b) arranged in the 
vicinity of the guard cover (see figure 3, element 6), a radiator support provided on the 
upper frame (see figure 3, element 4F),wherein positional relationship member and the 
guard cover are mounted to the upper supporting body via the radiator support (see 
figure 3, element 4F). 

Regarding claim 12, Watanabe discloses wherein the positional relationship 
member is a radiator duct extending between the radiator and the guard cover so as to 
guide cooling air passing the guard cover to the radiator (see column 6, lines 49-67). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1 3-23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 1-23 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
